Church should foster 
political vocations

The church should do more to foster “political 
vocations,” the apostolic delegate in the United States 
told Catholic conference directors meeting in 
Washington, Nov. 28-30. 


Archbishop Jean Jadot said lay people looking for ways 
to provide greater service to the church can turn to 
political life to deal with political approaches to social 
and moral problems.

HE SPOKE informally to the directors, including Msgr. 
John Dickie of the California Catholic Conference anda 
priest of the San Diego diocese. 


One item on the meeting's agenda was a statement on 
political responsibility to follow up a recommendation 
made by the Call to Action conference, the U.S. bishops’ 
bicentennial program. 


But the directors put off publication of the statement 
for several weeks pending final revisions. 


THE PRESIDENT of the National Association of State 
Catholic Conference Directors,-Thomas Horkan of the 
Florida Catholic Conference, said the statement was 
basically descriptive and discussed examples of political 
responsibility at various levels in the church. 


In his talk Archbishop Jadot asked whether church 
educational institutions were doing enough to teach “the 
political responsibility of a Christian.” 


He also suggested that the directors encourage 
Catholics to enter political life. 


It was 447 years ago that 
Our Lady appeared to a 
young Indian, Juan Diego, 
in Mexico City.

“SOME PEOPLE are born pniiticians, and they're not 
necessarily ihe best ones,” he said. “Others come to 
political life out of a sense of duty.” 


In encouraging people to enter political life, 
Archbishop Jadot said, the directors should not look only 
to young people but should also look to older people with 
expertise in social issues who are retiring earlier and 
seeking second careers.

He 
said, in an interview, that the “spir- 
itual well-being of a person is directly 
connected with the psychological and 
social well-being. It is a wholistic 
approach to human needs.”

Through this new office, they will 
be advised on the process by which 
their status may be legalized.

20 are professional counselors, 
mainly concerned with the Catholic 
Family Service section. 

Under the director of CFS, Dr. 
Robert Peer, counseling is provided 
for individuals, couples, families and 
any who are running into family- 
related problems. There is, addition- 
ally, a service to Catholic schools of 
psychological testing for students 
who afe found to be having some 
educational problem. 

ALTHOUGH THIS service is partly 
funded by the parishes which use it, 
the total cost is not met from such 
contributions. 

Couples seeking solutions to 
marital problems either walk inoffthe 


street or are referred to CCS by 
pastors and others whose advice is 
sought. 


In fact, much of the work of all the 


departments in Catholic Community 


Services’ $1.6 million operation 
comes from such referrals, whether 
it's a case of drugs, an unwed mother, 
a Marriage break-up, a teenager in 
trouble or even simply a refugee not 
knowing how to deal with the burea- 
Cracy of social security. 


THE UNWED MOTHER program, 
under Sister Barbara Welliver, has 


been moving along and growing 


successfully over the years, with its 
residence and counseling service. 

At last, according to Father Regin, 
the sister has an assistant, Sister 
Maria Alfaro. The service is still the 
Catholic church’s best response to 
abortion demands. 

Emergency financial assistance is 
another area where CCS collects 
much “business” thanks to referrals 
from parishes or other agencies. And 
here they are running into trouble, 
according to the new CCS director- 
priest, ‘because we just don’t have 
the funds to take care of all the needs 
that present themselves.” 


THROUGH EMERGENCY stocks of

Priests’ senate, diocesan 
consultors to merge?

Priests of the diocese of 
San Diego will meet next 
week to discuss proposals 
for combining the diocesan 
board of consultors with the 
priests’ senate. 


A meeting of the current 
Senate of Priests scheduled 
for Dec. 14 has an agenda 
item which wil},aHow for 
open discussion on guide- 
lines for the new body. 

AT PRESENT the bishop 
appoints the diocesan con- 
sultors as his direct ad- 
visers, except for two ex 
officio members represent- 


ing the priests’ senate. 


The priests’ senate is an 
elected body, representa- 
tive of age and geographical 
location of the priests of the 
diocese. 


The recommendation 
that the two bodies, should

be combined, part elective, 
part appointed, has been 
discussed for some time, 
and guidelines have been 
issued by Father Michael 
Higgins, diocesan officialis, 
and sent to alt priests for 
study.

Mexico City in 1531, will depart Our Lady 
of Guadalupe church, 1770 Kearney Ave. 


The parade will arrive at the Convention 
and Performing Arts Center, downtown, in 
time for a 2 p.m. mass. 


About 4,000 people are expected to 
fill Golden Hall for the liturgy to be 
concelebrated by Bishop Leo T:.Maher, his 
auxiliary, Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, and 
Bishop Manuel Perez Gil of Mexicali, 
Mexico, and other priests. 


A MARIACHI group and choirs from 
several parishes will provide the music. 
Folk groups and bands also are expected 
to render homage to Our Lady of Guadalu- 
pe. 

A banquet and show at4 p.m. inthe U.S. 
Grant Hotel, will conclude the day’s 
festivities. 

In San Bernardino, Bishop Phillip F. 
Straling will be the principal celebrant of a 
1 p.m. mass on Dec. 10, at Our Lady of 
Guadalupe church.

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A time to keep

There is no escaping the fact that California and 
Jonestown, Guyana, are linked. The bewildered 
and brainwashed followers of the Rev. Jim Jones 
who killed one another and committed suicide on 4 
massive scale on Nov. 18 in that tropical haven- 
turned-charnel house had mostly gone there from 
the “paradise” that should be California. What is it 
about this state in which we live, and with so many 
oddities of society, that could lead people to such 
terribly drastic measures? 


It is said that California is the home of many 
strange and suspect sects, cults or other groups. 
Some are religious, some hedonistic, some simply 
anti-progress or anti-materialistic. If they succeed 
in: attracting followers and in being able to draw 
them into groups demanding absolute obedience, 
absolute control, does it mean that we, who offer 
Christianity in its truest form, are failing to get the 
message across? 


Age-old problem 


The history of the church is littered with heresies, 
and most heresies led to some form of cult or group 
which thought it knew better than the church. The 
tragedy of such misconception was apparent inthe 
Jones cult whose leader went from being a 
successful and “dedicated” Methodist minister, 
preacher and social worker to ending as a self- 
professed messiah and dictator, leading more than 
900 in a mass death ritual. 


In this case there were pointers to the tragedy 
which, evidently the authorities (and that includes 
all of us): ignored. But Californian and Guyan 
authorities—in its restricted sense—ignored the 
signals most of all. And perhaps in California we are 
ignoring even more from similar groups whose 
eventual destiny is a form of decadence, and a 
“suicide” of freedom for the followers.

The television set fullfills many roles in 
the American home—a source of instant 
entertainment, a time-killer of unfilled 
hours, a means of escape from the daily 
routine, an electronic baby-sitter, and the 
like. It is also, however, a source of 
information, news and education. 


The public readily accepts television as 
a medium of amusement and diversion 
but apparently shows little interest in it in 
terms of education. At least that is the 
implication of a recent survey of television 
viewers in four major American cities. 


The study, conducted by the Corpor- 
ation for Public Broadcasting, found that 
public television is regarded by many 
viewers as “educational television,” that 
watching it is both “demanding and hard 
work” and that it-is “definitely not in the 
same league with the kind of immediately 
gratifying entertainment to be found on 
commercial television.”

‘In a recent speech to the Sacramento 
Rotary Club, the president of ABC, Elton 
H. Rule, called upon teachers, parents and 


broadcasters to take greater advantage of - 


the “vast, untapped potential for learning 
in- today’s. commercial television pro- 
gramming.” 


Rule stressed that television “exposes 
children to the challenge of new, unique 


. experiences. This exposure is an integral 


part of the education process. The very act 
of watching and listening is the first step of 
that process.” 


In describing the fascination of children 
with television, Rule insisted that this “can 
be turned to the advantage of the child, 
both in terms of his informal education at 
home and his formal education at school.” 


Rule pointed out a basic truth: “Parents 
take part in almost every other aspect of 
their children’s lives. If children are to get 
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Westerners have a terrible rest- 
lessness of mind! Perhaps today there 
is too much stimulation of our mental 
processes. We are bombarded with 
data and information from every 
corner of the earth. Profound ques- 
tions are posed and apparently 
resolved in 60 minutes on television 
Or a series of newspaper articles. We 
must, it seems, hold opinions on every 
conceivable subject for to admit “| 
don’t know” is a confession of non- 
involvement—another cardinal sin. 


THE IDEAL 20th century person is 


involved, and involved in just about — 


every issue that crops up. We discuss 
and argue and dictate and quarrel 
almost without time for reflection. 
And in time our weariness leads to 
anxiety and we are “under stress.” We 
are so often under stress simply by 
virtue of the way of life of our age, that 
taking time out to be alone and 
recharge batteries is essential for 
mental health. 


One of the most beneficial habits to 
form, whether one is businessman or 
housewife, barman or cleric, man or 
woman, young or old, is the brief 
pause sometime during the day, to 
forget all the frenetic business of 
living and retreat into an emptiness of 
mind. “Take five” as we say, but spend 
that five minutes not drinking coffee,

If we are 
effectively to spread the living word of 
Christ and make his life possible in 
our world, we need to hesitate from 
time to time to renew our strength and 
“touch base.” Our work can be no 
more important than that of Jesus 
himself, and he was a master “time 
waster,” going off alone again and 
again to be quiet with God.

Who was Jesus talking 
of—what did he mean?

In the introduction to the Last Supper 
narrative, the gospel of John sets the scene by 
remarking that Jesus “had loved his own in 
this world, and would show his love for them 
to the end” (John 13:1). That is all very 
reassuring for “his own,” but how about “the 
others outside” (Mark 4:11)? Did he just write 
them off? The whole gospel gives a resound- 
ingly negative answer to this question. 


To single out just two texts, there are the 
statements of John 3:16-17 (“Yes, God so 
loved the world that he gave his only Son. 
God did not send the Son into the world to 
condemn the world, but that the world 
might be saved through him.”) and 10:16 (“I 
have other sheep that do not belong to this 
fold. I must lead them, too, and they shall hear 
my voice.”). 

WHAT, THEN, are we to make of this 
puzzling passage in Mark 4:10-12? “Now 
when he was away from the. crowd, those 
present with the 12 questioned him about the 


parables. He told them, ‘To you the mystery 
of the reign of God has been confided. To the 
others outside it is all presented in parables so 
that they will look intently and not see, listen 
carefully and not understand, lest perhaps 
they repent and be forgiven.” 


The solution is not really difficult, but it is a 
bit complicated, thanks to the rather intricate 
compositional techniques: used by Mark in 
this chapter. It opens with the well known 
parable of the sower, the point of which is the 
mysterious and fantastic progress of God’s 
reign in spite of all sorts of obstacles. 


Jesus’ followers then apparently asked him 
for a fuller explanation, because in verse 13 he 
answers: “You do not understand this 
parable? How then are you going to 
understand other figures like it?” 


HERE FOLLOWS an interpretation on 
the parable which reflects the concern of 
Mark’s time and actually gives a meaning dif- 
ferent from that of the parable itself. But in

Why does all life finally 
end up being structured? 


By Mary C. Maher 


Grade school children may be ahead of 
their parents in understanding the impor- 
tance of structure in human life—not 
structure added onto human life. 


They have learned, largely through their 
courses in new math, that all reality is 
structured so that aspects of it balance and 
maintain each other and move toward ever 
more complete systems and units. 


THEY KNOW, too, that all. structure 
.which is natural and genuine has a force 
within it which serves to correct dispropor- 
tionate growth in any one part. 


Genuine structure does not dominate or 
control the lower systems of reality. It holds 
them to the necessary balance which they 
need. 


It may be harder to deal with inner than 
outer structures. For the former can either 
entrap us or free us, cripple us or give us the 
power to grow. 


I AM ALWAYS fascinated when I go toa 
zoo to see how well the fences, cages and 
pens are structures to fit the animals, not the 
animals to fit the structures. 


Of course, structures can be unholy. We 
humans can use anything to control or 
manipulate others—and it does not need to 
be imposed from outside ourselves. 


For example, in front of my office here-in 
Washington, each day a woman goes out into 
the line of heavy traffic on Massachusetts 
Avenue in her wheel chair. She stops all the 
cars while she hails a cab. Obviously, she has 
used her infirmity to control others. 


MANY SUCH unholy structures flow 
from our needs and our imposition of them 
onto others, thus manipulating them. We 
impose our attention, our vulnerability, our ill 
moods onto others—structuring their lives as 
this woman does with her wheel chair. 


Children. can structure their parents’ lives 
with temper tantrums, alcoholics their 
families’ lives with their vulnerability, and 


While the parables appear simple at first glance, they 
are quite the contrary.

Jesus’ answer, Mark inserted a brief 
explanation of the function of parables in 
general. 


Accordingly, he changed their question to 
have them ask not about “the parable” they 
had just heard, but about “the parables”

standing, 


Jesus distinguishes between his disciples, 
to whom the mystery of God’s reign has been 
confided, and “the others outside,” to whom 
it is all presented in parables. 


ACTUALLY the parable was the accept- 
ed form of teaching in Jesus’ day. It involved 
the use of homey comparisons to express 
truths and was quite suited to the Semitic 
psychology, which was much more at home 
with concrete pictures and stories than with 
abstract concepts and precise definitions. 


Of its very nature, then, the parable was 
rather imprecise and raised questions as well 
as answered them. That is why Jesus often 
had to explain his parables, even to well- 
disposed listeners. 


This was a deliberate part of the method. It 
piqued curiosity, made people wonder, 
inquire, and get personally involved as a 
result. The Hebrew word for parable meant 
also riddle, enigma, and it may come as a 
surprise to learn that the exact nature of the 
biblical parable is still the subject of lively 
discussion. 


IT WAS an accepted, familiar method of 


“One of the things I 
always forbid my students 
to say is ‘only a symbol.’ 
Symbols participate in the 


teaching. Jesus used it to convey ideas, 
certainly not to confuse. That would have 
defeated his purpose as a teacher. However, 
in the nature of things, it supposed that the 
audience would be receptive to the message 
and eager to understand whatever was 
unclear in the parable. 


Now, “the others outside” were those who 
put up a mental or psychological block and 
resisted learning. For them everything 
remained “in parables,” that is, unclear, 
mysterious. Patt FHGIC 

Jesus wanted them to understand, but they 
refused. They looked intently but didnot see, 
listened carefully and did not understand, 
because they did not want to change and be 
forgiven. 


JESUS DID NOT will this. On the 
contrary, their willful obtuseness pained him 
to the point where he actually cried as he 
stood on a hill overlooking Jerusalem and 
sobbed: “How often have I wanted to gather 
your children together as a mother bird 
collects her young under her wings, and you 
refused me!” (Luke 13:34; 19:41). 


Mark returns to the subject of parables 
later in chapter 4 and sums up the matter 
simply: “By means of many such parables he 
taught them the message in a way they could 
understand” (4:33). 


If they did not understand, it was because 
they refused to, and Jesus wanted a person’s 
acceptance of him to be free. Never would he 
force it. A_forced faith is a contradiction in 
terms.

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depressed people can demand that others 
take on their pain. Of course, the list goes on 
and on. 


We all manipulate and structure others’ 
lives to fit our own in one way or another. It is 
naive to think otherwise. But what is 
important is to see if the structures which we 
impose on others harm or curtail their free 
growth and burden them with things which 
we need to face ourselves. 


FAITH COMES in here, and not by any 
back door. Faith involves clear and good 
relationships—it cleanses our eyes to see holy 
and unholy structures in ourselves and in the 
social systems which surround us. 


J.R. Salamanca in his novel, “Embarka- 
tion,” presents a character who structures his 
family so tightly that they learn quickly to hate 
him. 


Yet his is not an external structuring which 
they could protest—it is his own great 
enslavement to the passion of boatbuilding on 
the Eastern Shore of Maryland. His passion 


for his boats drives him to burn down his 
family’s home to get necessary money. 


BUT IT IS interesting. that his youngest 
son, James, is alone uncontrolled by this 
psychological structure he places on the 
family. James is mentally retarded and his 
feelings are too clear to get caught in the 
intrigue of his father’s mixed-up passions. 


Many of us think that structures are all 
outside ourselves and indeed, many are. But 
those which most impede us are those which 
lie within. 


Even in the unholy structures which have 
produced a kind of demonic poverty for 
millions in our world, there lies first the 
structure in human hearts which dominates, 
manipulates and controls with its need for 
power. 


We are able in this context to see clearly 
why Jesus asked for a change of heart, a 
restructuring of all that dominates or controls 
us.

It is refreshing to find among the priests, 
monks, hermits, nuns and anchoresses who 
are the masters of spiritual life a 20th-century 
married woman who lived happily with her 
non-churchgoing lawyer nusband in a large 
city, London, and enjoyed yachting, motor- 
cycle riding, and her pet cats. 


Evelyn Underhill was a poet, a novelist, a 
spiritual director and writer, and one of the 
first women to conduct retreats or address 
diocesan clergy conferences. E 


A FRIEND and disciple of the famous 
Catholic lay theologian, Baron Friedrich von 
Hugel, her most famous works are “Mysti- 
cism,” published in 1911, and “Worship” 
published in 1936. 


Between them lies a remarkable spiritual 
journey and the development of a spirituality 
which seems at home in our contemporary 
world. | 


One day, when Jesus was 
walking by the lake, some people 
came up to talk about how to live 
as God wants us to live. Soon 
other people joined them and the 
crowd was so big that they could 
not all see Jesus. 


So Jesus climbed into a boat 
that was there and began to talk 
to the people on the lake shore 
from the boat. He told them this 

_ story. 


“One day a farmer went out to 
plant his crops.

We need to blend 
ritual and spontaneity

This summer a family in our parish 
embarked -upon a two-week vacation trip 
halfway across the country to visit friends and 
relatives. 


The journey followed a pattern fairly typical 
for present-day Americans: the excitement of 
preparation and anticipation;~ many new 
sights‘and sounds; long, hot hours on boring 
interstate highways; frequent packing and 
unpacking of suitcases; the pressure of being 
a guest; the anxiety near the end for home; 
the relief upon return of a regular schedule. 


THEY ENJOYED the holiday, were 
warmed by the welcome from old friends or 
relatives, and learned through their travels a 
bit more about our country and its peoples. 


But the lack of routine, the unsettled way of 
living—wonderful at the start as a fresh break 
from their customary day-to-day mode of 
life—became eventually more of a burden 
than a blessing. 


Their experience mirrors the tension 
between ritual and spontaneity which exists 
on many levels of human activity. 


RITUAL, THAT IS, expected and 
repeated words and actions, makes us 
comfortable, but may also produce boredom 
or leave us feeling trapped and suffocated. 


Spontaneity releases our spirits and gives 
us a sense of freshness, but may also confuse 
people and leave them uncomfortable or 
awkward. 


Most of us, for example, rise and begin our 
days according to fairly precise, long 
established patterns. Shower, shave, break- 
fast, paper. Even the detailed manner with 
which I shave falls into an amazingly identical 
routine. ; 


INTERRUPT the ritual, however, and see 
how inwardly upsetting that can be. No hot 
water or a faulty razor or alate paper boy and 
my pattern breaks down, my disposition 
becomes disturbed. 


But we also grow weary of the repetitious— 

school, job, housework—and need the 

_ vacation jaunt to the Midwest for a renewed 
appreciation of our routine.- 


The blend of ritual and spontaneity in 
Catholic worship carries those similar 
tensions. Our liturgy is essentially ritualistic 


imaginary “world of common sense” formed 
of strands of fact selected because they 
conform to our mental picture of how things 
are, with all the non-comforming strands 
rigorously excluded. 


“The mystic,” she wrote, “is an artist of a 
special and exalted kind who tries to express 
something of the revelation he has received, 
(who) mediates between reality and the race.” 


As her own spiritual life in Christ grew and 
deepened under the direction of von Hugel, 


she spoke less of reality and more of the love 
of God. 


IT WAS NOT the mystic’s quest for the 
perfect which she saw as primary, but God 
who “stoops toward him and first incites and 
then supports and responds to his seeking.” 


Underhill describes the spiritual life as “an 
amphibious life,” not something separate 
from practical life, but its inner side which 
makes that life worthwhile. 


The practical man with no spiritual life is 
worse than Hans Christian Anderson’s king 
with no clothes. It is the clothes with no 
Person inside them. 


WE ARE ALL called to the spiritual life. To 
recognize our dual obligation to the temporal 
and eternal, the seen and the unseen, is to 
enter into that spiritual life. 


That life is more than the passive adoration 


of God, or even than intimate communion

THAT MAKES for an easiness in public 
prayer, but simultaneously may lead to a 
weary, mechanical manner of moving 
through the familiar rite.

On the other hand, frequent variations or 
relatively unstructured services foster an 
atmosphere of freedom and newness. They 
likewise may make it difficult for the 
congregation to participate and cause some 
to feel embarrassed or out of place. Have you 
ever felt strange not knowing the proper thing 
to say or do during a liturgy?

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with him. It involves active cooperation with 
his creative purpose. 


We are not simply “to gaze with reverent 
appreciation from our comfortable seats, and 
call this proceeding worship. Our place is not 
the auditorium but the stage.” ; 


WE MAY : BE ‘the tools of God’s plan, 
picked up and used, and then laid down, or 
servants doing the same monotonous jobs 
over and over, or sometimes even conscious 
fellow-workers. But in any case, it means 
hard, disciplined work. 


“What is asked of us is not necessarily a 
great deal of time, but the constant offering of 


_ our wills to God, so that the practical duties 


which fill most of our days can become a part 
of his order and be given spiritual worth.” 


This requires “a definite plan of life, and 
courage in sticking to the plan, not merely for 
days or weeks, but for years.” 


THIS SPIRITUALITY leads to definite 
action, even political action. For the churchis 
God’s tool to save the world, not a 
comfortable religious club. 


Evelyn Underhill came herself to Christ 
through her intense personal relationship 
with that reality she came to know as God. 


In this age when so many people who seek 
to experience that reality do not look to find it 
in church and sacrament, she can be a 
welcome guide for their journey, which she 
came to understand was toward life in Christ.

As the 1970's near their end it might appear 
to the casual observer that Catholic participa- 
tion in the political life of the United States is 
more vigorous and successful than at any time 
in the nation’s history. 


In one sense the political successes of the 
“pro-life” movement, such as the passage of 
the Hyde Amendment, have been remarkable. 
Pro-abortionists, partly through their in- 
creasingly hysterical and vicious anti-Catholi- 
cism, pay the movement the compliment of 
recognizing its potency. a ge 

BUT THESE SUCCESSES are even more 
remarkable given the bitter failures of the 
movement in areas of public life where it might 

‘have been expected to experience solid 
triumphs, namely, among prominent Catholic 
politicians. 


It is a startling realization that almost all 
those Catholics who have achieved a high 
measure of national political prominence in 
recent years ‘are conspicuous for their support 
of legalized, even of governmentally funded, 
abortions—Senator Edward Kennedy, Senator 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan, Eugene McCarthy, 
Sargent Shriver, Senator Edmund Muskie, 
Governor Hugh Carey, Congressman Robert 
Drinan, SJ, Governor Jerry Brown. 


Others, like the late Mayor Richard Daley, 
may formally oppose abortion but exert little if 
any of their vast power to aid the anti-abortion 
effort. ; 

THOSE WHO HAVE actively worked against 
this evil, like Senator Thomas Eagleton, are 
few. Far greater courage and moral sensitivity 
have been shown by certain Protestants, like 
Senators Richard Schweiker and Jesse Helms. 


The easiest explanation of such behavior is 
political expediency—Father Drinan_repre- 


- sents a heavily liberal, largely non-Catholic 


district. Catholics do not appear to be politically 
very effective in Governor Brown's California. 
Senator Kennedy and Governor Carey have 
large Catholic constituencies but also harbor 
national ambitions. s 


Expediency, however, is only a partial 
explanation. The question still: needs to be 
asked what makes such expediency profitable, 
and the answers are both deep and elusive. 


THE STANDARD rationalization used by pro- 
abortion Catholic politicians—the ritualistically 
repeated cliché that “personally | am opposed 
to abortion, but | do not believe we can impose 
our values on other people’ —is as intellectually 
and morally bankrupt as any position imagin- 
able. 

Pro-abortion politicians like Birch Bayh can 
at least say that they do not believe abortion 
involves the taking of human life.

Talking Point—What’s happened to Catholic clout? 


~ Are American Catholics ignored by politicians? 
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CATHOLICS AND POLITICS—This week’s 
Talking Point is from a booklet called “On 
the present position of Catholics in 
America.” The author, James Hitchcock, 
says Catholics are denied full acceptance 
in the political arena unless they suppress 
_ their professed principles. He contends 
that John Kennedy's election as president 
imposed on every Catholic with political 
ambitions “the requirement of proving 
that he does not take his religion 
seriously,” which has deprived the church 
of the voices of many prominent Catholic 
politicians. Se f 


The Kennedys, Moynihans, Drinans, Careys, 
and Browns are evidently saying that abortion 
is indeed immoral, indeed involves killing, but 
that not only should the law countenanceit, the 
taxpayers should also finance it. It cannot be 
assumed that intelligent men mean this to be 
taken seriously. 


IT IS PATENTLY asentence thrown outonthe 
assumption that the majority of Catholic voters 
are themselves moral idiots who will swallow 
anything their political leaders choose to toss 
them. Alternatively, it assumes that Catholics 
in general are as morally cynical about abortion 
as are the politicians. 


There is a sense in which Catholics do seem 
to have suffered a diminution of political 
intelligence in the past two decades. Catholics 
at least used to know who their enemies were 
and knew howto reward and punish atthe polls. 
That they now appear to be stupid about such 
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matters is another part of the mystery. 


The question of government aid to private 
schools is an issue like abortion, in that it is _ 
easily definable and measurable and has an 
obvious Catholic character to it. 


IN ANOTHER SENSE it is a vastly different 
kind of issue, in that abortion is a disinterested, 
moral defense of helpless persons, while 


_school aid is a self-interested “bread and 


butter” question of the kind which makes up 
the bulk of ordinary political controversy. 


It might be assumed (alas!) that the Catholic 
politicians’ ignoring of the evil of abortion : 
accurately reflects a lack of disinterested moral 
concern among their constituents. 


But the same politicians who loftily decline to 
hazard their prestige in the interests of the ~ 
unborn tend also to be those who oppose 
government aid to parochial schools, a 
dereliction which is immediately and measur- 
ably costly to many Catholic voters. 


AGAIN THE POLITICAL mechanism of 
reward and punishment somehow. fails to 
operate, and the mystery deepens. 


The roots of this phenomenon must be 
sought in the years of the Kennedy presidency, 
although not all of them lead directly to the 
nation’s only Catholic president. ; 

The implied condition of John F. Kennedy's 
election, understood intuitively by other 


_ Catholic politicians, was that there would no 


longer be any religious barriers as such, 
provided that all Catholic aspirants to national 
office agreed to behave as “reasonably” as he 
did. 


CATHOLICS COULD hope to attain the 


highest office on the understanding that they 


would not behave as Catholics. 


The roots of American Catholics’ disenfran- 
chisement are thus traceable to the very hour of 
their supposed truimph. So. long as Catholic 
politicians assumed that they could not aspire 
to the presidency, they were free to represent — 


_ their constituents’ interests. — 


The opening of the White House, however, 


‘has imposed on every Catholic with national 


ambitions the requirement of proving that he 
does not take his religion seriously, the current 
litmus-tests of reliability being opposition to all 
restrictive abortion laws and to tax: aid for 
parochial schools. : 


_ THE STRANGENESS of this situation is not 
diminished by the apparent equanimity with 


which many Catholics have accepted it. 


A black person elected to office is not 
expected to oppose anti-discrimination laws. 


A Jewish politician is not required to turn his 
back on Israel. 


The increasing numbers of women in public 
life are not asked to prove that they are not 
feminists. 


Homosexual politicians who have “come out 
of the closet” are militant spokesmen for “gay 
rights.” : 


Catholics are virtually the only social group 
whose members are denied full acceptance in 
the political arena unless they in effect agree to 
suppress their professed principles. 
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
